3 Firms Over 
Lake Pollution

The suit asks the court to d e­ 
clare tile dum ping of poisonous 
m ercu ry into the lake by the 
com panies a “ public nuisance.” 
It seeks to perm anently halt 
the dum ping of m ercury of m er­ 
cury com pounds by the firm s 
into the lake or its tributaries. 
It also asks dam ages to pay 
the cost of rem oving m ercury 
from the lake and to pay for 
d am ag e to fish, wildlife, vege­ 
tation, as well as d am ag es to 
citizens and inhabitants of Ohio. 
No d am a g e figure was nam ed. 
Brown noted Monday th a t the 
fishing industry in Sandusky Ray 
alone represents an $837,000 in­ 
vestm ent and gross annual In­ 
com e of $419,000.

support of the schools by four 
(4) mills. Why do we need this 
additional revenue? 
1. The cost of living index 
has gone up 6.1 per cent in 
the last year January 1969 to

1969. 
(This 
figure 
comes from our own United 
States Government Bureau of 
Labor Statistics established by 
a form ula devised in 1939 and 
periodically revised, the latest 
of which was in 1967 when the 
value 
of 
the 
dollar 
was 
reestablished at $1 as a base 
index. We are now in the neigh­ 
borhood of $1.18 or higher. This 
m eans th at it will take one 
dollar and eighteen cents to 
purchase w hat a dollar would 
purchase in 1967.

revenues since 1959. It is true

We ask you the citizens of

schools,

teachers, and most of all your 
children by voting for the four 
mill levy on May 5. We know 
it hurts to pay taxes but thank 
God we have that right. That 
hurt will turn to joy when your 
son comes home from college 
and says, “ I’m sure glad I had 
a school like Westfall to go to.

W estfal,” or “ Dad,

Not only 
were 
his w arnings 
overlooked but he himself, bore 
the brunt of attack by those 
who insisted that he was op­ 
portunistic 
and 
exploited the 
threat of narcotics as a self- 
publicizing method. 
But this is the penalty paid 
by any one who does not con­ 
form to the rigid rules and who 
does not stagnate in fear. Un­ 
fortunately, 
hospitals 
a n d 
medical 
institutions 
are 
in­ 
volved with as many intrigues 
and 
petty 
jealousies 
as 
are 
business concerns, universities 
and sanitation departm ents. 
There is no real relationship 
between a 
m an’s 
university 
training and the jealousies that 
consume him. In such a trap 
was 
caught 
Dr. 
Baird, 
his 
teachings 
and 
his 
forthright 
plea that a holocaust of ad­ 
diction was upon us. 
Deaf 
ears, 
political 
in 
terference and total disregard 
for his w arnings, met this plea 
for an im m ediate ali-out attack 
on drugs, 
their 
users, 
their 
peddlers 
and 
the 
im m oral 
sources of supply. 
Dr. Baird estabUshed a sm all 
clinic in the heart of the drug 
district, and tried against all 
odds 
to 
support his 
project, 
H.A.V.E.N. 
He 
begged, 
he 
borrowed and somehow found 
enough 
support 
to keep 
the 
project alive and save a few, 
a m eager few of the pathetic 
lives doomed by the burden of 
addiction. 
Mine is not a recom m endation 
that his m ethod, and only his 
method, is the answ er to the 
drug epidem ic surrounding us. 
There 
m ust 
be 
dozens 
of 
medical, psychological and so­ 
cial ways to stem the forest fire 
drugs that is threatening all oft 
us. 
I 
rem em ber 
Dr. 
Baird’s 
warning 
and 
his 
predictions 
mad#* 15 years ago. I rem em ­ 
ber, too, how bis efforts were 
bogged 
down 
by 
those 
who 
ret us od to adm it that a narcotic 
problem existed. Now, we know. 
And still the politicians 
pour 
out the rhetoric without any 


effort at a constructive attack 
on this great social disease. 
An 
outbreak 
of 
small-pox, 
Hong 
Kong 
flu, 
or 
a 
ship 
stricken by typhoid, brings out 
ail the active forces of public 
health officials in an effort .to 
protect 
us 
from 
a 
possible 
epidemic. For the epidemic of 
n a r c o t i c s , mind expanding 
drugs, pep pills, buns, goof bails 
and ups and downs, there are 
only 
reporters’ 
words 
and 
television program s that make 
good reading and good listening, 
but provide little or no help for 
those who are in crying need. 
Prophets need no honor, though 
they deserve it, only asking that 
their prophecies be considered 
to save a single life.

butter.

w estern tourists lost interest in 
eastern cultures, we would be 
deprived of some of the best 
cuisines in the world. Does the 
p r o p r i e t o r of a 
Chinese 
r c s t a uranl, 
specializing in 
C a n t o n e s e 
or 
Szechuan 
delicacies, consider himself to 
be a zoo keeper? Does his chef 
think of himself as an elephant 
in a cage? No. they are just 
people intent on making a living 
by 
giving 
pleasure 
to other 
people. If Chinatown in New 
York — or in San Francisco 
— 
were 
closed 
to 
tourists, 
considerable 
understanding 
would go out of our life 
And 
a whole ethnic group would be 
reduced to living on a dole. 
The Chinatown 
business 
is 
sym ptom atic. Tourists who go 
to the West Indies, with nothing 
m ore malevolent in mind than 
getting a bit 
of 
suntan 
and 
snorkeling amid the fish, come 
hom e with stories about the 
resentm ent they encounter from 
local populations. A friend who 
edits a paper on the island of 
St. Croix tells me it is not the 
native 
blacks 
who

anim us against the tourists: the 
older natives are predisposed to

visitors,

trade gives a dram atic fillip to 
the local standard 
of 
living.

Reuss kicked tilings off by in­ 
voking the law in affidavits filed 
it itll U.S. attorneys in Wisconsin 
alleging violations by 149 firms. 
After lie announced his action 
April 2, 
mail from c o n se n t- 
ton-minded citizens began com ­ 
ing in. To reply, Reuss had the 
kit produced in quantity. 
It contains pertinent sections 
of the 1899 law, a House Com­ 
m ittee report further explaining 
the provisions, directions for in­ 
voking it and a list of officials 
throughout the country. 
So far, 338 kits have been sent 
to inquirers from 35 states and 
the District of Columbia, Reuss 
said In an interview. About 50 
more went to colleges and or­ 
ganizations. 
The 1899 law prohibits dis­ 
charging refuse—except liquid 
drainage and sewage—into navi­ 
gable stream s or their tributar- 
ies. 
“ That covers just about every 
creek,” Reuss rem arked.
